School fax 
proposition 
on ballot

The San Francisco Board of 
Education voted last Thursday to 
put a school-tax proposition on 
the election ballot of the Cali- 
fornia June primary. 

The board also voted against 
firing 263 teachers in the coming 
school year. 

If the public votes“yes”on the 
Proposition, the increased revenue 
would allow the school district to 
adopt the $123 million preferred 
budget，supported by Supt.， 
Thomas A. Shaheen. 

The preferred budget would give 
teachers cost-of-living and .salary 
increases，and would extend or 
retain items such as opening new 
schools，junior high athletics，and 
tbe summer school program . 

A “no”vote would force the 
board to adopt budget alternate 
no. 1. This budget would remain 
at the $116 million level，and a 
choice between the teachers” sal- 
ary raises and the other programs 
would have to be made, or a com- 
Promise reached. 

A “yes” vote would raise the 
school tax 95 cents to $4.01. The 
present rate is $3.06 on each $100 
of assessed property value. 

Budget alternate no. 2 was elimi- 
nated as a possibijlity when the

WASHINGTON 一 Rep.Edqward 
R. Roybal (D-Los Angeles) intro- 
duced a bill to establish a Cabinet 
level ceommittee on Asian Ameri- 
can affairs. The purpose of this 
high-level agency is “to assist the 
federal government in developing 
an Overall strategy on Asian Amer- 
ican.problems，” Roybal said. 

The bill establishes a Cabinet 
unit with representation from the 
President's Cabinet，Congress, and 
major federal agencies dealing with 
minority problems. It also sets up 
an advisory council of Asian 
American representatives, appoint- 
ed by the President,，and provides 
for an executive director with 
Staff 

“This Cabinet level unit will 
provide a national focus on Asian 
American priorities and assure 
that existing and new federal pro- 
grams are reaching them,， Roybal 
stated.

According to federal employ- 
ment data，Asian Americans only 
represent 0.8 per cent of a total of 
2.6 million federal employees, and 
less than one quarter of one Per 
cent of top executive Positions-. 

Roybal reported that the State 
Department employs 0.9 per cent 
Asian Americans with only one 
tenth of one per cent in top level 
positions. This reflects a Seriotis 
decrease of 3.8 per cent from 
1967 through 1970. Roybal called 
this level of commitment“ totally 
inadequate and seriously anpair- 
ing the development of a realistic 
Asian foreign policy-” 

Similar exclusions of Asian 
Americans from the decision- 
making echelon exist in other fed- 
eral agencies，including Labor， 
HUD，HEW，OEO as well as the 
Civil Service Commission and the 
Equal Employment Opportunity 
Commission，both entrusted with 
carrying out federal equal employ- 
Inent programns. 

“It is my hope that an Asian 
American Cabinet committee wii 
help_reverse this national neglect 
and_ pattern of discrimnination，- 
Roybal said. 

Similar legislation was intro- 
duced December 13 last year by 
Reps. Glenn Anderson (D-Calif.)， 
Spark Matsunaga (D-Hawaiil)，and 
23 others.

The Nationalist zealots, although a minority within the 
Kuomintang party, have scared away many a potential com- 
munity worker away from Chinatown. 

Anyone who is not pro-Nationalist, hints of a militant 
Stance OF Wears his hair long is a communist to the zealots. 

This labeling has turned off many who are willing to 
share their time and talents with the community. Rather 
than hassle with the namer-cajllers, they channel their energy 
to other communities who could use their services. 

Now with the change in US-China relations, the fanatics 
are hot as extreme as before and has toned down. Thus we 
liope those who once contemplate on working in Chinatown 
would reconsider. 

Resarding the gang elenmient， what could we say but that 
the killings are still going on. This violence is not a sudden 
thing: As far back as 1968 when the youths asked the com- 
munity for help, they were jignored or given token help and 
Shoved under the rug. Unless something is done quick more 
blood will be spilled. 

The Youth Service and Coordinating Center which works 
with problem youths is undergoing an evaluation study un- 
der two UC Berkeley professors.

Bureau only gives ethnic breaK- 
downs for the whole city, and not 
for parts of it, 

Figures for the whole city indi- 
cate that the Chinese and Japanese 
(in proportion to their numbers) 
have，by far, the lowest crime rate 
of all，

The commission was told that 
students who do not understand 
English are not getting the lan- 
guage instruction they “so desper- 
ately need. 

The report from the commis- 
sion's education subcommittee 
headecd by Rabbi Alvin Fine urged 
that the Board of 卫 ducation“re- 
think its priorities”in budgeting 
for the program . 

Although the bilingual depart-. 
Iment had askedq for increases of 
more than $l1 million, none of the 
three budgets submitted by Supt. 
Thomas A. Shaheen includeq addi- 
tional funds, the report said. 

The board was praised, however， 

for increasing funds for the bi- 
lingual education Program from 
nearly $200,000 in 1966 to nearly 
42 million in 1971. 
.In _ testimnony before the com- 
mission Ben Tom, chairman of the 
Bi-Lingual Core Comimittee， 
warmmed that without the bilingual 
Program children could not func- 
tion properv in the schools.

Asian clinic

East Thursday，the Asian Com- 
munity Health Clinic opened its 
doors at 799 Pacific Avenue. The 
clinic，which offers all of its serv- 


ices Without charge，js staffed 


completely by volunteers, includ- 
ing ten doctors. Physical facilities 
include an intake room, a labora- 


tory，two examining rooms and a : 


Pharmacy。， Space is donated by 
the San Francisco Housing Au- 
thority，and hours of operation 
are_ currently 7 to 10 p.m. on 
Tuesdays and 工 hursdays.。 - 

This clinic, which quietly opened 
without the traditional fanfare of 
firecrackers and lion dancing(〈“too 
feudal,”said one clinic worker), is 
the result of nearly 18 months of 
organizing and planning by resi- 
dents and students dedicated to 
the Chinatown commumnity. 

Over 25 of these deeply com- 
mitted volunteers were on duty 
the first day, including Dr. James 
Sing，Dr. James Levin，and Dr. 
John Booey。 Robert Riger and 
Elisabeth Ow, lab technicians who 
work at St. Mary”s Hospital during 
the day，staffed the laboratory-. 
Weorking in the pharmacy compil- 
ing samples and cataloguing the 
inventory were Julie Sumada from 
S.F. State; Melvin Wong，a third- 
year student at UCSEF; and Craig 
Yamada, Pharmacist. 

When asked why he was volun- 
teering his time at the clinic， 
Steven Shon，a fourth-year medi- 
cal student at UC, spoke similarly 
to all the health students and pro- 
fessionals working at the clinic: 

“feel it is the responsibility of 
the Asian health worker to take an 
interest in their community and 
to return some of his skills to the 
community where it is so badqly 
needed.” 

Shon has for the past three years 
been a volunteer worker at the 
Telegraph Hill Neighborhood 
Clinic while attending medical 
school full-timne. Together with 
Larry Lum，another medical stu- 
dent and clinic volunteer，he ad- 
iministered the fundascopic exami- 
nation (looking in the back of the 
eye for evidence of pathology) 
during last December's eye-screen- 
ing program for children，spon- 
sored by the Asian Community 
Health Clinic. 

Clinic chairmnan Newmamnm Lee 
talked about the need for such a 
facility in Chinatowmn: 

“I feel that there is 3a Severe 
health Problem in Chinatown-. 
Poor living conditions and related 
social 记 s are taking their toll on 
the people's health. The facilities 
that exist in the community do 
not meet the needs of the commu- 


_nity，especially those of the young 


and the elderly.” 

Some of the services to be of- 
fered by the clinic include health 
education programs，Pprovisions to 
help bridge the gap between exist- 
ing health facilities and the com- 
munity by making them more 
responsive to the community s 
needs，as well as the basic health 
services readily available to the 
community through its own facili- 
ties.

One': solution -to the Problem，say 
some City College Chinese students， 
is to join an organization which touts 
the set ideals that are sought， The 
Imajor organlzations are the Chinese 
Students Association (CSA)，and the 
Ming Tak Society. Boasting a member- 
ship that encompasses 16 Percent of 
all City College Chinese'， CAS is Pri- 
Imatily a social organization，offering 
Imany teas， dances， trips， SPorting 
events，and lectures.

“It all comes down to alienation， 
said Alton Yee '73.“This is a terribl7 
big campus.”A member of CSA，he 
added, “We are not a political organi- 
zation。 We restrict ourselves to ouUr 
own Problems 一 .uplifting ouf Own 
Chinese People. We are awate of the 
loss of Chinese identity 右 America. 
Weate aware of our environment. We 
can associate with each other; we know 
each other;， we feel a little closet to 
each other. Non-members tend to lose 
themselves in their studies . . 

A non-membetr vigorously disagreed. 
Not wanting to be identifted, he stated， 
“One does not have to attach himself 
to an organization to discOver What is 
within him， Invariably，by joining an 
organization，one accCepts and defends 
the values and ideals of the organiza- 
tion，individual values and ideals be- 
come secondary。 As a result nothing 
has been accompjlished . .. The purpose 
of defining the self is to defmne the 
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beliefs， the goals in life,，and the Pur- 
bpose in life. 

“Ungquestionably this takes 3a great 
deal of effort and thought; the strengthb 
must come from within, not fronm with- 
Out.” 

Norman Chung，who was once 3 
member of the CSA, said,“Matginality 
is something that was Very real. It did 
not resolve itself and I went abroad 
and saw What the Western culture 
really was as compared to Orientaf 
values . , . TI have tfied to broaden my 
Views，to Ptovide myself an adequate 
basis for Judgment. I have done this 
through reading, and talking to peoble. 
The conflicts are by no means elim- 
ipated; I just have a better under- 
standing of them. I cope with them 
by integrating facts and values to Pro- 
vide myself a working rationality.…

A _ depression-style bread line 
was staged last Fridqay at Provo 
Park in Berkeley to protest the 
recent U.S$. congressional decision 
to deny food stamps to “unrelated 
individuals living together ”and 
Alameda County's interpretation 
of that decision . 

The congressional decision， im- 
Plemented on January 1， Was seen 
by about 300-demonstrators as 3 
government IOove to Prevent 
hippie-style communal living. 

But the demonstrators said that 
many Dersons who share houses 
are not really living together, that 
js, they don't eat or buy food to- 
gether，and they live in separate 
rooms as indqividual units- 

Under the U.S$._ decision，these 
persons could still qualify for food 
stamps，according to David Chav- 
kin, alegal worker with the Berke- 
ley Neighborhood Legal Services， 

“But Alameda County put in its 
own moral judgment, said Chav- 
kin，and interpreted the measure 
to exclude these Persons 3lso. 

He said that Alameda County 
stipulates that persons living in a 
boarding house qualify，but those 
sharing a house that has a com- 
munal living room do not. 

Although the measure is aimed 
at communes, the county interpre- 
tation will affect many Poor peo- 
ple of all ethnic backgrounds who 
live together simnply to share rent、 

Chavkin said that the Alameda 
County interpretation will prob- 
ably be adopted by San Francisco 
County by April 1, thus affecting 
thousands of Poor People here.

They were advised to file for a 


hearing with the welfare depart-. 


ment within 15 days after can- 
cellation，and to base their case 
on factual matter (to .state 也 bat 
they are not “living together?” 
even though they share a house) 
so that they could_ continue to 
collect stamps until a decision on 
their hearing has been reached， 
which will take about five months， 
according to organizers。 


If their objection to county 


policy is the basis of their case， 
they will not receive the stamps 
for the duration of the hearing， 
the organizers said. 

Demonstrators were also told to 
swarm the welfare department 
with applications. The burden of 
many hearings and handling appjli- 
cations would make it difficult for 
the welfare department to investi- 
gate every Case， and the stamps 
cannot be denied without the in- 
vestigation，according to the or- 
gamnizers. 

Chavkin said that a _ group at 
Columbia University called Social 
Welfare'Policy and the Law is co- 
ordinating with groups nationwide 
in preparation for an appeal of 了 he 
U.S. measure. He also said that a 
case mmay be filed against Alameda 
County-。
